Eemler valirl certain proceediiifjCR taken for tlie Relief of 
Distress in D'eland, ami to make fui’ther provision for such 
Belief; and for other purposes. 

'T> E it euacteil hv the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, hv and 
D •with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Teinpoml, and Commons, in tliis present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1 . This Act mav be cited as the llelief of Disti-e.ss (Ireland) Act, 

ISSO. 

2. In this Act, if not inconsistent with the context, the term 
“the Poor Law Acts” means the Act passed in the session of 
Parliament held in the tii’st and second years of the reig’n fif Her 

10 present Majesty, chapter fifty-six, and the Acts altering or amending 
the same. 

The term “the Land Improvemenr Acts ” moans the Acts meu- 
tioued in the schedule to this Act, and the* Acts altering or 
amending them. 

15 The tei’m “the Local Government Board” means the Local 
Government Board for Ireland. 

The term “ Lord Lieutenant ” means the Lor-I Lieutenant or other 
chief governor or governors of Ireland for the time being. 

3. At any time after the passing of this Act and before the 
20 thii'ty-lirst day of December one thousand eight hundred and eighty, 

the Local Government Board may, from time to time, if and so far 
as they think fit, authorise by order under their seal the guardians 
of the poor of any union to administer relief in food and fuel, or 
either of them, out of the workhouse, to poor persons, whether 
25 such poor persons might, under the Poor La-w Acts, have obtained 
relief out of the workhouse or not, in the union, or in any electoral 
division or divisions thereof, for any time not exceeding two 
calendar months from the date of such order; and the Local 
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A.D. GoTCniment Eoard may, from time to time, by an order under 

tUcii- seal for that pm-posc, revoke any such order either wholly 

nr with reference to any particular person or class of persons in 
receipt of such relief; and on the receipt by the guavdhirrs of any 
union of any such order of the Local Government Board authorising 5 
such relief in food and fuel, or either of them, the guardians shall 
make provision for affording sueh relief accordingly for such time 
and on sueh conditions as may he specified in the order or until the 
said order is revoked ; and the in-oviso at the end of the second 
section of the Act passed in the session of Parliament of the 10 
twenty-fifth and twenty-sixth years of the reign of Her present 
llajesty, chapter eighty-three, shall not apply to the relief to be 
ftffoi’dpd under this Act. 

The expense of afEording relief under this Act to cacli person so 
relieved shall be charged in the same manner as if such expense 15 
had been incurred in affording in-door relief to such person under 
the pi'ovisions of the Poor Law Acts. Any union or part of an 
union may be scheduled in the manner stated in the public notice 
hsued by the Commissioners of Public "Works on the twenty-second 
day of November one thousand eight liimdred and seventy-nine, as 20 
a distvossod district, for the purpose of extending thereto the right 
to hon'ow money for purposes of out-door relief, or for sanitary 
improvement?, or for the improvement of land, or for works to be 
presented by extinordinary presentment sessions, as set forth in 
the tenth section of this Act. 25 

Power to 4. In addition to any power of borrowing vested in boards of 
Urrw. ^iilians under the Acts in force at the time of the passing of this 
Act, the board of guardians of any union scbediiled for the time 
being as a distressed union in the manner stated in the pubUc 
notice issued by the Commissioners of Public "Works on the twenty- go 
second day of November one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
nine, may, with the sanction of the Local Government Board, for 
the purpose of defraying any costs, charges, or expenses incurred or 
to be incurred by them in the execution of tliis Act, or of the 
Poor Law Acts, other than for building, boiTOw and take up at 35 
interest any sums of money necessary for defraying any such costs, 
ciiarges, and expenses. Every union to which an order anthoiising 
relief outside the w’orkhouse shall be issued under the third section 
of this Act may, with such sanction as aforesaid, for the purpose of 
defraying any costs, chains, or expenses incurred, or to be incurred, 
in providing and distributing relief under such order, hoiTow and 
take up at interest any sums of money necessary for defraying any 
such costs, charges, and expenses. 
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Li the case of every such loan the iollowiug provisions shall take A i> 
effect; — ■ 

(1.) The Board of Guanlians may horrou^ any such sums on the 
credit of the rates of such of the electoral dirisions in 
5 the vmiou as the guardians v*ith the sanction of the Lncnl 

Govenimcnt Board may determine ; and for securing the 
repayment of any sums so horrowctl, u ith interest thereon, 
they may mortgage to the persons by or on hehalf of 
whom such sums aiv advanced the itites leviable on such 
10 electoral division or divisions. 

(:!.) The money shall he borivjwed for such time not exceedhi!? 
ten years as the guardians with the consent of the Lctcal 
Government Board deter min e in each case. 

(3.) It shall not be lawful for the Local Government Board to 
15 sanction any such loan after the first day of !Mareh one 

thousand eight hundred and eighty-ouc. 

(i.) All sums so boiTOwed shall be repaid by such iustalmeuts as 
may be agreed on with the sanction of the Local Govern- 
ment Board. 

20 The several pi*ovisions of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1S7S, ilAtaViit. 
relative to loans to rural sanitary uutUoriUes, so far us they are 
consistent with the enactments eontaiued in this Act, shall apply to 
all loans contracted under this Act. 

5. The Commissioners of Public ATorks in Ireland may, with tin: I’onrr of 
25 consent of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasin-y, on the *Vorks*to 

application of any board of guardians and on the recommendation k-nd. 
of the Local Government Board, make out of any moneys placetl 
at their disposal by Parliament lor the purpose of loans any loan to 
such board of guardians in pm*suanee of any power of borrowing 
30 conferred by tbis Act, on the security of any rate applicable to any 
of the purposes of the Poor Law Acts, and without requiring any 
further or other security, such loans to hear intei'cst at the rate 
of three and a half per centum per annum. 

6. If at any time before the passing of this Act the Commis- Rtpavraont 
35 siouers of Public Works in Ireland shall have advanced money to °,v*Jhnk»rd 

any board of guardians upon the faith of a resolution of the of Woiks. 
hoard agreeing to repay the advance in such manner as the Com- 
missioners of the Treasury should prescribe, the sum so advanced, 
or any part thereof remaining unpaid from time to time, together 
iO i\'ith interest on such sum or part, shall be a charge upon, the rates 
leviable on such electoral division or divisions in the union as the 
Local Government Board shall appoint ; and such sum or part shall

— as the Commissioners of the Treasuir sliall prescribe. 

• •i.lersfor 7. If at any time the Commissiouers of Public 'Works in Ireland 
mav U remains due to them fi-om the board of guardians 

nuui; i.y*L«*- of auT uihon on account of any loan or advance made under this 5 
meB?Bo^S resolution, and is then payable 

to the Commissiouers, the Local Government Board shall by order 
im<ler their seal assess that sum on such of the several electoral 
dinsions in the union as they think proper, and shall send 
copies of the order to the Board of Guardians and to the ti'easm-er 10 
of the union; and thereupon the treasurer of the union shaU, 
out of any money then in his hands to the credit of the guar- 
(Uans, or if such money is insuf&cient for the pui'pose then out 
of all moneys subsequently received by him on account of the 
guardians, pay orer tl»e amount mentioned in the order to the 15 
CVinimissioners of Public Works. The guardians of the union sliall 
debit the sevi?ral electoral divisions with such proportions of that 
sum as the said order of the Local Government Board shall have 
assesst'd upon such doctoral divisions respectively. 

Confiru»!uion 8. If at auv time before the passing of this Act any outlay shall 20 
tiii'-Tv"'* * been made by any board of guardians for the pm*pose of pro- 

"tiuTdian*. viduig out-door relief in food or fuel, such outlay, and all resolutions 
Hnii m<!em- prociH-'diugs of the board and of their ofB.ccrs in relation thereto, 
shall be mtifled and confirmed and bn as v'ahd and effectual as if 
tile outlay had been made and the resolutions and proceedings had 25 
bc‘ea passed and lukcii under the authority and in conqjUanee with 
tbe prodsions of this Act : Aud all persons who have acted in any 
iiianuer iu making auy such outlay or otherwise in providing such 
relief shall be released and indemniHed from and against any 
penalties, and from aud against all legal claims or proceedings 30 
in <*oniiequcn.ce thereof. 

Vali-^ati«ii 9. Whereas rmder the provdsioos of the Land Improvement 
v ^<1 under the provisions of the Public Healtli (Ireland) 

Act, 1878, and the Public Health (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1879, 
l2_&43Vici. the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland are empowered to 35 
lend money to owner's of land and to sanitary authorities, Imt 
subject to tbe conditions prescribed by tbe above-mentioned Acts ; 

And whereas by reason of the want of employment for the 
labouring classes, and the consequent distress in certain districts 
in Ireland, it Ijccamc desirable to extend without delay the facilities 40 
and advantages in obtaining loans under the said Acts, and to 
dispease with some of the conditions prescribed by the said Acts : 
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And thereupon, for the purpose above ^tated, and u \ir\v 
enable ownei's of land and sanitarjr authorities to ailbrd immediate 
employment to the laboming classes in such distresseil districts, 
the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, on the application 
5 of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, authorised the Com- 
missioners of Public 'Worts in Ireland to lend to ouTicrs of laud and 
sanitai-y authorities in such distiicts sums of money for S{»me of the 
purposes of the said Acts, but upon terms more favourable to the 
borroTvers than the terms prescribed by the said Acts : 

10 And in pursuance of such authority the CVmimissiouers of Pulilic 
lYorts, by public notice dated the twenty -second day of ^'ovemlx.’i* 
one thousand eight himcbed and seventy -nine, and by a aubsc(picm 
public notice dated the twelfth day of January one thousand cSirht 
himdi-ed and eighty, amending the former notice and exieudinir 
15 to all loans ndiich had been applied for and oivtained under the 
conditions of the said former notice, annoimced that they were 
authorised to make loans to ownei-s of land and to sanitajy autho. 
rities in certain districts under the said Acts, but upon the terms 
set fordi in such notices, for the purposes therein specihed : 

20 And whereas a number of loans have been applied for l)v nwinr.s 
of land and sanitary authorities, and have bceu made to tliem by 
the Commissioners of Public "Works, in accordance with tlie said 
public notices and upon the terms set forth therein, and it i^ neces- 
sary and expedient that all such loans, and the several proceedings 
25 taken or which shall be taken in reference to them, sliould ]>e 
ratified and confirmed upon the terms s<jt forth in such notic(;s : 
Therefore, all loans made l)y the Commissioners of Public Works 
in Ireland, in compliance with applications made under oitUer of 
their public notices of the tuenty-secoud day of November and 
30 the twelfth day of January last, and all advances of money made 
or hereafter to be made by the Commissioners on account of any 
such loan, and all contracts, express or implied by law, entered into 
between the Commissioners and any person or sanitary authority 
respecting any such loan, or any interest theivon, and all securities 
85 for the repayment of any such loan or intei-cst, and all tilings done 
or to be done in the making or repaying of such loan, shall lx: 
ratified and confirmed and be as valid and effectual as if the terms 
set forth in the second of the said notices bad been enacterl 
in the said Acts as the terms upon wliich any such loan might 
40 be made, and as if such loan had been made in other respects 
in strict accordance with the provisions of such Acts applicable to 
such loan; and it is hereby declared that tlie provisions of the 
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A.D.iSbO. second of the two notices ni'oresaid shall extend to loans applied 
— for and obtained under the conditions of the notice dated the 
twenty-second of Xovember; and in the case of any loan which 
would lia^'c been charged upon any special land or rate if made 
in strict accordance with the provisions of such Acts applicable 5 
to such loan, or with reference to wliich loan any of such Acts 
creates any legal right or liability, sucb laud or rate shall be 
charged, and such legal right or liability shall he created, as 
fully as if such loan were made iu strict accordance with the 
provisions of such Acts applicable to such loan : Provided alw'ays, 10 
that in any award for increase of rent to he made by the Commis- 
sioners of Public TTorhs, Ireland, under the said Acts, the increase, 
if any, so awarded, shall not exceed the yearly rant-chai'ge payable 
by the owner for such loan. 

"Whenever by any award or otherwise tlie rent payable by a 15 
tenant shall be increased by reason or in respect of any works 
(•xccuted on lus holding under the provisions of the Land Improve- 
ments Acts and this Act, then and in every such case the works so 
executed shall, so far as such increase of rent shall be paid by such 
tenant or his successors in title, be deemed to bo improvements 20 
made by such tenant within the meaning of the fourth section of 
the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870. 

Viiliiliition «il‘ 10. -Vnd whereas further measures for the relief of some of such 
J arr.uul distressed districts became necessary, and the Commissioners of Her 
tiicm-. Wrijesty’s Trcasuiy accordingly authorised the Commissioners of 25 
Public Works to advance, by way of loan, certain sums to be 
expended in such works as should be presented by extraordinaiy 
presentment sessions of certain baronies, which the Lord Lieutenant 
announced that he would convene, on the application of the 
guardians of the poor of unions situate either whoHy or in part in 30 
those bai’onies, when such application was supported by tlic report 
of the Local Government Board ; and for other purposes : 

.Vnd whereas, on such applications being made, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant directed extraordinary meetings of the baronial presentment 
sessions to be convened in certain baronies in Ireland, and issued 35 
certain instructions to the justices and the associated ccss-payers 
assembled at such presentment sessions as to the works which they 
might present, and their proceedings in relation thereto, and as to 
the approval by the Commissioners of Pul)lic Works of such present- 
ments, and the terms upon which loans would be made for such 4U 
works by tho Commissioners of Public Works, and as to other 
matters : 
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And wliercas extraordinavj' niL*etiugs of tlie preseutmeut 
■nei’c held in such baronies, and the justices and assoeiated cess* 
payers have made presentments for works in accordance -with sacli 
instructions, and such prosentmeots have been approved by the 
5 Commissioners of Public "Works, and loans have been made for 
such works on the teims contained in such instructions : 

And whereas it is necessary and expedient that all pi'csontiuents 
made at any such presentment sessions before or after the passmg 
of this Act wliieh have been or shall be approved by the Comnris- 
10 sioners of Public Works, and all loans and advances which have 
been made or shall be made thereon, and the several proceedings 
taken, or which shall be taken thereunder, should be ratified and 
confirmed, and that sitch loans shoidd be repaid as is provided by 
this Act : 

lu Therefore all presentments made or to he made at any such extra- 
ordinary presentment sessions in accordance ^dth such instructions, 
and which have been or shall be approved by the Commissioners of 
Public Works, and all works consequent upon sirch presentments, 
and all advances of public money made or to be made, and all 
20 things done or to be done in execution of such presentments, shall 
be ratified and conArmed as if the same had been presented, made, 
and done strictly in accordance with the Statutes under which such 
works may be presented for. 

11. At any time after the passing of tliis Act, and before the 
2 j thirty-first day of December one thousand eight hundred and eighty, 
the Lord-Lieutenant may from time to time, if he thinks fit, con- 
vene extraordinary presentment sessions for any bai’ouy, and may 
issue instructions to the justices and the associated cesspayers 
assembled at sucb sessions, to which instructions they shall 
SO conform. 

The Lord-Lieutenaut may from time to time, if he thiirk lit, 
revoke, vary, or add to the instructious issued before the passing of 
this Act, or wliieh may be issued by Irim to the justices, and 
associated cesspayers constituting any extraordinary presentment 
S5 sessions, but in so far as such instructions relate to any loan or 
advance of money only with the consent of the Commissioners of 
Her ilajcsty’s Treasury-. All presentments made by such sessions, in 
accordance with the instructions from time to time in force, shall he 
as valid and effectual as if they had been duly presented by the 
40 grand jury, and fiated by the court at any assizes or presenting 
term. 

The Commissioners of Public Works may, with the consent of the 
Commissioners of Her Itfajesty’s Treasury, make loans or advances 
[84.] A 4 
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A.D. isso. fiiv the purposes oi' cari-ying into effect the presentments of any 
oxtinoitliiaaiy presentment sessions convened under the authority of 
this Act, and for the other purposes mentioned in the instructions 
issued by the Lord-Lieutenant, upon the terms herein-after stated. 

-U1 instructions issued hy the Lord Lieutenant to the justices and 5 
associated cess-payers of any estiuordiuaiy presentment sessions 
sluall be laid before Parliament uuthin one month after they have 
been issued, if Parliament is then sitting, and if not, then "within 
<"me month after the nest meeting of Parliament. 

Pei-m^Micc 12. The several persons entitled from time to time to attend as 10 

tta l?”**' j’^stices and as associated cess-payers respectively at the extra- 
ordinary presentment sessions in any harony, in accordance "with 
the instructions issued by the Lord-Lieutenant, and the persons 
appointed to serve on auy Standing Committee of any such sessions, 
shall, notwithstanding that they may have ceased to be entitled to 15 
attend at the ordinary presenfaueut sessions of the barony, continue 
to be esdusively entitled to constitute the extraordinary present* 
nient sessions for a period of six months after the first meeting of 
the exn-aordmaxy presentment sessions at "wMoh they "were respec- 
tively entitled to attend, or for such other period as the Lord-Lieu- 20 
tenant by order, to he published in the Dublin Gazette, may appoint. 

U. 13. The moneys advanced from time to time by the Commis- 

oi ulvuuce*. Public “Works for the purpose of the presentments of any 

oxtraordinarv presentment sessions shall he charged upon the several 
baronies for the use of which they were advanced. The moneys 25 
paid from tiiue to time by the Commissioners of PuliUc Works to 
the sec-retary of the grand jury of any county, or to any county 
surveyor, for expenses incurred by such secretary or emweyor, shall 
he charged upon the county at large. All such sums shall he 
repaid, with interest at the rate of one per centum per aimum 30 
commencing from the expiration of two years after tiie making of 
the loan, by grand jury presentments, by thirty half-yearly instal- 
ment<, the first of such instalments to he presented at the assizes 
next preceding the expiration of the said period of two years; 
and the Commissioners of Public Works shall, before each assizes, 35 
make out a certificate for each coimty in which such extraordinary 
presentment sessions have bec*n held, specifying the amount properly 
chargeable upon each barony in the county or upon the county at 
large. Every such certificate sliall he cx>nclusive evidence of all 
facts and circumstance necessary to authorise the making of it. 40 
The Commissioners of Public Works shall transmit the certificate to 
the secretary of the grand jury, to be laid before the grand jmy. 
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and thereupon the grand jiuy shall, without any previous appli- A.D. isso. 

cation to pi-eseutmeut sessions make a pi*esentment for the amount 

specified in such certificate as payable by each barony, or by the 
county at large, or, in default of such presentment, the aniouni 
5 shall be raised by an order of the judge of assize, which oi’der 
shall have the force of a presentment. The amounts raised under 
such presentments shall be paid to the Commissioners of Public 
"Works in such manner as the Commissioners of the Treasruy may 
from time to time direct. 

10 14. Any person who is liable to pay a rent in respect of any Tn.t be 

premises in any barony chargeable witli any such repayment may 
deduct from such rent, for each pound of the rent which he is 
liable to pay, one half of the sum which be has paid under any such 
grand jury presentment in respect of each poimd of the net annual 
15 value of such premises as valued under the Acts relating to the 
valuation of rateable property in Ireland, and so in proportion for any 
less sum than a pound : Provided always, that it shall not he lawful 
under this Act for any such pei*son to deduct from the rent payable 
by him for srrch premises a larger sum than one half of the amount 
20 of the cess which has been paid hy him in respect of the same. 

Any person receiving rent in respect of any premises liable to such 
payment under grand jury presentment, who also pays a rent in 
respect of the same, sliall be entitled co deduct from the rent so 
paid by him a sum bearing such a proportion to the amount of the 
25 sum deducted fi’om the rent received by him as the rent paid by 
him bears to the rent received by liim. 

Provided always, whenever the net aimual value of the whole of 
the rateable hereditaments occupied by any person having no 
gi*eatcr estate or interest therein than a tenancy from year to year 
30 or holding under any lease or other contract of tenancy sliall not 
exceed four pounds, the cess payable in respect of such heredita- 
ments under any presentment pursuant to this Act shall be 
applotted on the immediate lessor of such person ; and, if at the 
time of applotting any such cess the name of such immediate lessor 
35 shall not he accui'ately known to the person applottiag the cess, it 
shall be sufficient to describe him as “the immediate lessor,” with 
or without any name or further addition ; and such cess sh^ be 
held to be duly applotted on him by such description, and shall be 
recoverable from him accordingly, and all the provisions contained 
40 in the Act of the sixth and seventh years of the reign of Queen 
Victoria, chapter ninety-two, sections two, three, four, and six 
respectively, as to the recovery of poor rate payable in rrapect of 
such hereditaments, and as to the deduction of the whole of such

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A..D. ISKO. payal)lo by tbo occupier in case suck rate skall 

be recovered from, or paid by kirn, shall apply to the cess payable 
ia respect of suck kereditaments under any presentment pursuant 
to this Act. 

In the baronies ckai*geable under tliis Act receipts for graaid B 
jury cess skall be given by tkc collectors distinguishing the amount 
paid under presentments parsuaut to this Act from, the rest of tke 
. cess payable for the half year. 

Rcmuucra- P5_ The Commissionci's of Public TTorks may pay to tko seorc- 

of grand jiuy of any county, and to tkc county surveyor, 10 
c-iiicei^ suck .sums as they consider to have been properly and necessarily 
expended by sucli secretaiy or surveyor in publisliing notices or 
advertisements, or in attendance at suck presentment sessions, or 
otkcm'ise in relation to suck x>rcsentmcnt sessions, and for tke 
remuneration of suck clerks or assistants as tke Commissioners may 15 
sanction. Tke sums so paid by tke Commissioners, and any sums 
paid by them before tlie passing of this Act to any suck secrctaiy 
or eoimty surveyor for suck purposes, skall be repaid to tke Com- 
missioners by grand jury presentment in the manner provided by 
this Act. 20 

Tkc grand jurj' skall present to every collector remuneration for 
the collection of all assessments made for tke p)urposcs mentioned 
in tliis Act, at tkc same rate as they present to him for collecting 
grand jury cess ; and tke grand jury may, if tliey think lit, also 
present to tke secretary of tkc grand jury, and tkc county sur- 25 
veyor, and kis assistants, suck reasonable sum, to be levied off 
tkc coimty at large, as i*emuneration for the trouble iucurred by 
each suck p>erson in respect to suck presentment sessions, as, 
liavmg regard to tkc other duties of suck person and the rate at 
■vvliick lie is remunerated for them, tke grand jury thinks fit. 30 

■Where any presentment has been made at extraordinary present- 
ment sessions for tke making of a new road or tkc widening of an old 
road, tke ginnd juiy may, without previous application to present- 
ment sessions, x>i*esent to any owner or occupier of tke ground through 
which the new road is to be made or into wbicli the old road is to be 35 
widened, as compensation for the loss sustained by suck owner or 
occupier, suck sums as they think lit, chargeable upon the barony 
or baronies in wkicli the laud is situate. All suck owners and 
occupiers shall be entitled to traverse for damages. 

The Commissioners of Public "Works may, if tlioy think fit, lend 40 
to any grand jury the amounts presented by the grand jmy under 
the authority of this section, Every suck loan shall he ckargeahle 
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upon the county at large, or upon tlio ‘barony specified in the aJD. 1350. 

presentment, and shall he repayable on the same terms as the loans 

for other presentments Talidated hy this Act. 

16. The accounts of CYCry extraordinary presentment sessions Audit of 
5 shall be audited in the same manner as cormty accounts are 

audited ; and the proTisions of all Acts relative to the auditing 
of county accounts in Ireland shall apply to the auditing of the 
accounts of such presentment sessions. 

17. Whereas the Commissioners of Public Worts have, hy the Repayment 
10 authority of the Commissioners of the Treastuy, advanced to owners 

of land, and to sanitary authorities, and for the pmposes of the 
extraordinary presentment sessions, certain moneys for the time 
being in their hands or under their control for purposes other than 
those, or on teims different from those, for which the said moneys 
15 were voted by Parliament : 

And wbercas it is expedient to make good the same and to 
provide for further advances under this Act : 

Therefore, the Commissioners of Church Temporalities in Ireland 
shall advance to the Commissionei's of Public "Works out of any 
20 moueys at their disposal or which they may i*aise on the security of 
their annual income, such sum or sums not exceeding in the whole 
the sum of seven hundred and fifty thousand pounds, as the Com- 
missioners of the Treasury may from time to time direct.
